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CHINESE MARKETS 


Trade with China offers opportunities that 
it is difficult to over-estimate. The popula- 
tion of the country is almost four times that 
of the United States, and as civilization 
spreads among the Chinese people their de- 
mands for goods, such as we produce, are 
going to grow by leaps and bounds. A big 
influence toward bringing China to a greater 
eppreciation of American-made goods is the 
large number of young Chinese who are com- 
ing to the United States in search of educa- 
tton. The natural integrity of Chinese buy- 
ers has made businéss relations with them 
easy and profitable. 

British manufacturers are awakening to 
the importance of the Chinese markets, and 
are urging that no obstacle be placed in the 
way of young Chinese going to Great Britain 
and gaining practical experience with British 
methods and practices to take home with 
them. They are inclined, of course, to reeom- 
mend to their countrymen ‘the machines and 
other products with which they have become 
familiar. It is in this respect that the United 
States already has an advantage that should 
be cultivated to the utmost. Our relations 
with China are of the friendliest, our country 
is more rapidly a¢cessible to China than any 
other highly civilized nation, and through 
the aid of the old Boxer indemnity funds the 
education of Chinese here has been greatly 
facilitated. 

To aid in the growth of our Chinese trade 
we must have transportation facilitics. Tne 
necd for an adequate merchant marine on 
the Pacific is no less than on th: Atlantic; 
indeed, the future is likaly to sec the chief 
ecimriti cial routes of the world on the lacific. 
Or grattest competitor there now is .J span, 
and vpless we are williag to 3epxad upon 
Jayanese ships to carry American producis, 
tie pending merchant marine bill must be 
enacted into law. Chip subsidies are a settled — 


policy of the Japanese government, and they 


must be’met by similar aid in the United 
States if the competition of American ships 
is to succeed. We should cultivate the friend- 
liest relations with China, but we should also 
make that friendship of substantial value by 


insuring means of commerce between the two 
countries.

LABOR SAVING FOR WOMEN 


What we would like to see is abolition of 
the truism, ‘‘woman’s work is never done.’’ 
There are, to be sure, a limited number of ma- 
chines offered to lighten the drudgery of 
housekeepers, But they do not reduce the 
volume of duties devolving on the human do- 
mestic machine. At best they make it possible 
for wife and. mother to perform necessary serv- 
ices that afore time were neglected... Husband 
and father may idle away half his waking 
hours and exert himself very little while 
discharging his paid duties. If the dream of 
power distributed by wireless is realized, there 
may be still less for man to do. But the house- 
hold labors will not be affected.

most of ihem physicians, have shown 
anew the tragic seriousness of can- 
cer, kas again turned attention to 
radium as one of the principal agen- 
cies for coping with that appalling 
scourge: Radium is not a specic for 
cancer, for which there is no specific, 
but it has repeatedly proved to be of 
véry great efficacy in the treatment 
not only of cancer but of apme other 
diseases, 

Almost simultaneously with Cancer 
Week, according to the United States 
Geological Survey, Department of the 
Interior, there has been a great drop 
in the price of radium; instead of the 
former price, $120,000 per gram 
(about 15.4 grains) of elemental rad- 
ium, the price now advertised is 
$70,000 per gram. 

A considerable reduetion in price 
had preceded this drop, because sev- 
eral manufacturers had on hand con- 
siderable stocks of radium, which, 
owing to the present financial condi- 
tions, were not sold readily. The re- 
cent great drop, however, was not 
due to this cause—it was due to the 
discovery in Katanga, in Belgian 
Kongo, of large deposits of very rich, 
easily worked radium. ores and to 
the erection of a plant at Oolen, Bel- 
sium, about 40 miles from Antwerp, 
for producing radium from those 
ores, 

These deposits are in Luiwigshi and 
Kasolo, pear Elizabethville, in the 
extreme southern part of Belgian 
Kongo, and consist of veins on the

pany operating huge copper-bearing 
properties, in” Katanga. The veins 
carry pithcblende, which is in large 
part altered to gummite, uranophane, 
and othér uranium minerals. .
